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THE SEPTUAGINT RENDERING OF GEN. 4:1 

H. A. Redpath writes in the American Journal of Theology l on Gen. 
4:1, as follows: 

It is on all sides admitted that this is a very difficult passage. The LXX 
translates Sii. rov fle>6 .... The Targum of Onkelos reads TWO for flK • If 
this was the original reading, then the 8«k rov 9eov of the LXX, so far as the 
preposition is concerned, is on all fours with the Sti, (= fis^fl) icvplov of Josh. 
11 : 20 . . . . For the use of 8»4 by the LXX I have given the nearest analogy I 
can find. 

From this wording it appears that Redpath also is inclined, as were other 
scholars before him, to presuppose for &A of the LXX, not the OS of the 
Massoretic Text, but TMXO as found in Onkelos. G. Spurrell, for instance, 
in his Notes on Genesis wrote: 

It is uncertain whether 8tA is a free rendering, or whether they had TWO for 
PS in the text, and similarly the Vulgate and Onkelos. 

Holzinger 2 quotes from Field: 6 'E/fyxubs nal Sv'pos . . . . iv &<S, and 
adds: "wohlauch LXX (&o) Si." He presupposes that iv and &ot are 
renderings of a Hebrew 3 • For this supposition there is no ground what- 
ever; it is positively excluded by the statement 6 'E/Jpatos . . . . iv ; but 
neither is there any necessity for presupposing TWO for Sid. 

Already Ball quoted in the SBOT — at my suggestion, if I remember 
correctly — for 81a = JnS Gen. 40: 19: iivijaOifri /*ov Sio o-tavroS = "WIST 
"TFlfct . I think this example, taken from the very same book, and therefore 
from the same translator, is a nearer analogy for the use of 8to in Gen. 4: 1 
= nfct than that quoted by Redpath. Of earlier authorities who were in 
favor of TWO I can quote Drusius, Seb. Schmid, Kamphausen, Diestel. 
Cheyne 3 recommended HB53 , " even as." But there is no documentary 
evidence for changing n&<. Gunkel is right when he says: " Septuagint 
and Vulgate read the received text."

CHRYSOSTOM ON THE LIFE OF JOHN THE APOSTLE 

In his article on " The Martyrdom of John the Apostle," published in 
this Journal, Vol. VIII, p. 541, Mr. F. P. Badham quotes a passage from 
Chrysostom, In Matthaum, which seems to show that Chrysostom, too, 
knew of the martyrdom of John. Then he quotes another passage, in

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which he finds a Milderung on Chrysostom's part. From this he con- 
cludes: " It would seem, then, that Chrysostom wavered on the point, or 
perhaps that he held different views at different times." But it is evident 
from the work first quoted that Chrysostom always put a great interval 
between the death of James and that of John; for in the first passage 
quoted by Mr. Badham he goes on to say: 

James did not live a long time afterwards; but was so burning already from 
the very beginning that he left all earthly things, went up to the unspeakable 
height, and was killed immediately. '0 Si 'Id/capos puuepbr /i£r ofa iwtfyre xp°" ov '

On John, on the contrary, he writes in the same work, 1 because in the 
gospel of John the prediction of the destruction of Jerusalem (= Matt., 
chap. 24) is not found: 

Of these things John writes nothing, that he might not appear to write from 
the history of past events; for he lived a long time after the capture ; but they 
that died before the capture and had seen nothing of it write it, that the force of 
prediction is apparent: Srt rotirwv oiSiv typwj/ev 'la&vvrp, tva pJi SAJj i£ airrrjs rwv 
yeyevvripJwv rrp Urroplas ypd<peiv (nal yip Kal /lercfc ri)v SXoiaiv Hip) yjAvov irokiv) dXX' 
oi irpi rrp aKilxmin airodaylnwes, Kal /xifiiv roirav tupaK&res, airol yp&ipovaiv, Hare irav- 
raxidev SiaXd/iireiv rfy irpop^n/jaeas r^v Itr/iv. 

Professor Schmiedel had suggested that John was martyred on the 
same occasion as his brother. But surely Mr. Badham is right when he 
says that the subsequent reputation of the two brothers is most easily 
accounted for by a longer activity on the part of John. I have not 
searched the other writings of Chrysostom for statements about the life 
and death of John ; but the present one will suffice to show that even at 
the time when Chrysostom wrote the first passage about the fate of the 
brothers predicted in Matt, chap. 20, he put a great difference between 
that of James and that of John.
